Great Britatii and Uer ColouiCd. 

Tho Social Soionco Congress of tbo 
Uiiitod ]vingdoin mot recently in Lon- 
dou, Sir SlaiTord Norlliooto iu Ibo chair. 
Several interesting papers wore rend 
on ' Grciit Britain and her Colouios/ 
and tho wliolo tone of tho discussion 
that followed could not bnt prove grntu 
ifying and reassuring to loyal Colonists, 
espeoially to tboso ia North Amorioa 
Sir Stafford, in his inaugural Address, 
said that as Tor tbo small bat noisy class 
who advocate tho cutting of tho oolo- 
niop adrift, ho trusted that under no 
circumstances would a body of JSnglisli- 
oiuD bo found pi spared to toko tbo ini- 
tiative in raiging the question oi the 
disintcgratioa of tbo British Empire ; be 
also avowed tho opinion that tho ad- 
vantages of the connection wore not uii 
!jn. iho Bido of Canada. The Duko of 
j'ii)iioh(iStL'r, 'ho was unable to bo 
).ii:,e(.t, sent a letter of apology, com- 
OeH^tag with these words : 'If we lose 
our colonics, our powor is gone, On 
the other band, if wo amalgamate our 
colouiea with us, if we take them into 
partnership with us in the governniont 
of the Empire, I am convinced wo 
should greatly increase our jjower.' 
The scbeiuo of a C-onfoderatioD of tho 
Empire, with rt^preeentation of the va- 
rious colonies in the Imperial Parlia- 
ment, and local control of local affairs 
as at present, was discussed at consid- 
erablo length , and with much accept" 
anco. Ii will be remembered by our 
readers that a i^iohumo fdeDtioai with 
that propounded by the Doke of Man- 
Chester, aod approved of by many prom- 
inent statesmen^ was suggested in this 
journal, more than two months ago, 
and in words almost the same as those 
employed iu tho Duke's letter. How- 
ever gratifying to the loyalty ot eolox 
nists it may be to learu that the nation- 
al pulse still beats true to them, yet ii is 
difScult to roconoile the colonial policy 
of the present administraiiou with na- 
tional professions, eapccial'v if we view 
that policy in the ligb. oi' tbo treat- 
ment meted oat to New Zealand. There 
is DO denying that the theory laid down 
has much plausibility and show of jus- 
tice about it. It does not appear ciihor 
unreasonable or incoDBistoui that when a 
colony demands and obtains foil powers 
of Eeif-goverumoDt the Imperial authori> 
ites should not foel Joatified in iotorfcr- 
iog with its iutornal affairs. Theoretically 
the thing looks very well ; but when 
tho iaerits of tboKew Zealand difBculty 
are considered, tbo attitude assumed by 
Lord Granville towards the British iuh^ 
jects residing in that country is onu than 
which it would bo difbouit toooooeiveof 
anything more utterly hoartless, cyni- 
cal, and uujust. Through a policy 
■anotioned by Her Mojcsiy's Govern- 
ment a serious difficulty arose between 
the naiives and t!io European setilorB. 
That difficulty has culmiiialod in wide- 
'Bpread revolt amongst tho natives, and 
the colony ia undergoing all the horrors 
of a civil war. At a time when one 
hundred thousand settlors are oogagod 
in a hand-to-hand struggle for their 
homes, their wives and children, a^uinst 
twice the nnmbor of bloodxta raty 
and 'warlike Maoricg, tho colonial policy 
of the Empire is to be suddenly ohungud, 
and tho colonists taught to rely upon

'J'ho 
pareiii Governuionl !ia^, tbcrtfore, du- 
oiueu Lu tu uiicu iLrOnT uj)o;i tL.sccolc:!- 
isls ibe whuiu r«ui>ousibiiity of doair g 
with the terrible difficulty, and theSe ;- 
reiury of State doo-* not hesiialu lo in- 
ti wish t.luu thu Mnories may be 
success'ul in ii fioriiiig Hifcir i;)dcpend • 
e'lce I The uulonists, i;i liieir ter- 
rible emorgeucy, earue^ily appeal to the 
Jlome UovernubDt. Tuey say, iu v'u<i<:i, 
" TTotaughl a* wo are in the uso of arms, 
and outnumbered as wo are by th.; 
enemy, we are willing to do our own 
fii;lili!ig : only leave ouo regimen Jusf 
one regiment amongst us for the pio- 
sunt, not aa an active, but merely a 
moral lorco, us we dread tho it fluonco 
of their present withdrawal upon the 
naiivos.'' To tliis apparently reabonubio 
request Earl Granville renirns a cold 
aud storn refusal. Tbo new colonial 
policy must be carried out. It may ho 
a mure idea, tho newfangled notion ot 
a new administration ; buo it must bo 
carrie'/ out, even should tho fuo hun- 
dred thousand Bi'itisii subjecio of JSow 
Zealand bo butchered and eaton by 
twice their number of oannibuls 1 The 
now theory adopiod by;; the ^present 
governmeut may bo the oorroot one ; 
but ibo present would appear to be a 
singularly inappropriate moment for its 
inaiigui aiiim in tho particular colony in 
(juohlioii. Indeed, nothing coiila well bo 
more cruel uud unfair to iho eolouists ; 
or, in luct, more inconsistent with ihe 
idiosyncracies of a nalioo which rusbud 
into tho very centre ol Abysciinia with 
ten thousand soldiers, and ai an expense 
of nearly ton iniliions Hlorliug, to 
releaso less than half a dozen cf it«J 
suliitcis liuia a captivity into which 
moBCii'uot all of thorn bad needless y 
poked their obtruding noses, than 
to Btand by with lolded aims and 
witness ibouaunds of its subjects ruth- 
lossly murdorod upon its own soil and 

uuder its own iln'i by hordes ot puiutod 
BayagoB, and refuse to contribute a dol 



result — and all for tbo sake of aa idea, 
a newfangled policy I In view of its 
Irish policy, wo would witness w^Uh i;e-., 
gret the downfall ot tbo GladSi^ne Min> 
istry ; but if it should perpetrate such 
a hugo outrago npon a British colony 
as New Zealand appears to be threaten- 
ed with, we could see it die a thousand 
deaths, without a teor. And it will, in- 
deed, ba strnngo if the nation does not, 
in such an ovent, arise in its might and 
hurl hoartleaa chapmen tiom the Trea- 
sury Booohea. ' ' •

Paris, JHov, 6— Ledru Hollin bar 
aooi ptod a nomination tor tho Corps 
Legislatif from tUo first Paris distr/ot, 
without, however, taking the oalii of 
personal fidelity to the Emperor. The 
dispatdhes irom- Florebco annoooce that 
King Victor Emanuel is dying. Prince 
and Princess Napoljon have been sum- 
moned to hiri bedside and liavo left lor 
Elorei:ce. It is now tolerably certain 
that tho Emperor will s|;end a portion 
ot the wiutor at Nice. D. Eoker claims 
an indemnity of 1 7,500,000 francs for 
damages caused by the French Govern" 
luent. 

JNew YoiiK, Nov, 7— A Paris special 
of the Gth states that the conoossion f'.r 
tbo proposed cable between Belgium 
and the United States was Bigned yes- 
terday fn Paris. Tho cable is to be laid 
from Odiend to some point between 
Muiiic aud Georgia, by an Aoierican 
company. 

The Ai clibisliop of Paris has issued a 
jiastoral loiter ou the Ecumenical Couu- 
dl. It maintains that tbe French con- 
cordat is oppoped to any decision of tho 
question of the infallibility of the Pope 
without discuspion. 

London, Kov. 5— Sir ilodorick 
Murchison pu'ilidies an extract from 
the Eev.

Tho directors have 
tlio batihfat:tioa ot staling that during 
the past Imlf-yoar the sum of £99,-i ITs Id 
has been recovered uud plucod to tbo 
credit of 'Balunee ; ot" Bad Debt Ac- 
count,' and ibat 'tiiia adcount, after tbe 
appropriation of tllb '£5,000, aa no'v rc« 
cuinmeuded, will be rodooed to £959, 
4a. 5d."
